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FARM  INCOME  IN  1956 

Prospects  for  the  remainder  of  1956  indicate  that  farm  prices, 
farm  costs,  and  farm  incomes  will  likely  be  maintained  fairly  close 
to  current  levels.  Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year  totaled  5  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier,  mainly 
due  to  lower  prices  of  farm  products.  Farm  costs  were  reduced  a 
little,  reflecting  substantially  lower  prices  of  feed  and  feeder  live- 
stock. Farm  operators'  realized  net  income  in  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year  was  down  7  percent  from  the  first  quarter  of  1955,  but  was 
at  substantially  the  same  rate  as  in  the  second  half  of  1955. 

The  price  outlook  for  the  rest  of  the  year  is  for  little  change 
over-all.  Price  supports  for  most  1956  crops  are  not  much  differ- 
ent from  those  for  1955  crops.  Supports  for  wheat,  corn,  cotton, 
rice,  and  peanuts  are  slightly  lower,  but  somewhat  higher  supports 
have  been  announced  for  soybeans,  flaxseed,  manufacturing  milk, 
and  butterfat.  The  incentive  level  for  1956  clip  wool  is  the  same  as 
in  1955.  Further,  prices  of  hogs  will  likely  be  firmer  this  fall  than 
last,  reflecting  cutbacks  in  the  spring  pig  crop.

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The  volume  of  farm  products  moving  to  market  will  probably  hold  at  a 
high  rate.    Crop  acreage  in  1956  may  be  reduced  slightly  if  farmers'  inten- 
tions to  plant  as  of  March  1  are  realized.    Acreage  allotments  and  marketing 
quotas  have  been  reduced  for  flue-cured  tobacco,  rice,  and  cotton.  But 
production  of  most  livestock  and  livestock  products  this  year  will  be  larger 
than  last  year,  especially  milk,  poultry,  and  eggs. 

Farm  production  expenses  so  far  this  year  are  slightly  below  1955. 
Costs  of  feed  and  replacement  livestock  are  lower.    Farm  wage  rates  are  much 
the  same,  but  there  are  slightly  fewer  hired workers  this  year.    Interest  and 
tax  charges  are  larger.    Costs  of  industrial  commodities  used  in  farm  pro- 
duction continue  to  rise,  reflecting  the  upward  trend  in  the  nonfarm  economy. 

While  farm  operators'  realized  net  income  the  rest  of  the  year  may  hold 
fairly  close  to  the  first  quarter  estimate  of  10. h  billion  dollars  (annual 
rats,  seasonally  adjusted),  it  will  probably  total  below  the  10.8  billion 
dollars  realized  in  1955*    This,  of  course,  does  not  take  into  account  possible 
increases  in  income  that  could  occur  from  further  changes  in  farm  programs. 

Cash  receipts  in  the  first  quarter 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  quarter  of  1955  totaled 
approximately  5.9  billion  dollars,  down  5  percent  from  the  total  of  6.2  billion 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1955*    The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  was  about 
2  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago,  but  prices  averaged  7  percent  lower.  First- 
quarter  livestock  receipts  of  3»6  billion  dollars  were  down  5  percent,  mostly 
because  of  lower  average  prices  for  meat  animals.    Crop  receipts  of  2.3  bil- 
lion dollars  were  h  percent  below  a  year  ago,  reflecting  lower  average  prices. 

The  preliminary  estimate  of  farmers'  cash  receipts  in  March  is  1.8  bil- 
lion dollars,  about  the  same  as  in  February  but  5  percent  lower  than  a  year 
earlier.    March  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are  estimated  at  1.3  bil- 
lion dollars,  crop  receipts  at  0.5  billion. 

Seasonally  adjusted  annual  rates 

Farmers'  realized  net  income  in  the  first  quarter  of  1956  was  at  an 
annual  rate  of  approximately  10. h  billion  dollars.    This  was  a  little  below 
last  year's  fourth  quarter  rate  of  10.7  billion,  and  about  the  same  as  the 
average  rate  in  the  second  half  of  1955  (table  1),    However,  it  was  consider- 
ably below  the  seasonally  adjusted  rate  of  11.2  billion  dollars  in  ofte  first 
quarter  of  last  year.

In  1955,  farmers'  realized  net  income  declined  only  slightly  from  the 
first  to  the  second  quarter,  but  dropped  off  considerably  in  the  tnird  as 
prices  of  farm  products  declined.    Prices  declined  further  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  out  cotton  marke tings  were  later  than  usual  and  some  cotton  normally 
sold  in  the  third  quarter  was  sold  in  the  fourth.  As  a  result,  seasonally 
adjusted  cash  receipts  and  net  income  for  the  fourth  quarter  were  somewhat 
higher  than  in  the  third. 

Prices  of  farm  products  in  the  first  quarter  of  1956  averaged  nearly  the 
same  as  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1955*  while  the  volume  of  marketings  dropped 
off  to  a  more  normal  rate.    This  resulted  in  a  decline  in  seasonally  adjusted 
cash  receipts  to  an  annual  rate  of  28.8  billion  dollars,  and  largely  accounted 
for  the  drop  in  farmers'  realized  net  income. 

The  annual  rate  of  production  expenses  rose  slightly  from  the  last 
quarter  of  1955  to  the  first  quarter  of  1956  because  of  an  increase  in  aver- 
age prices  paid  by  farmers  for  production  items.    However,  production  expenses 
were  below  the  first  quarter  rate  in  1955  because  lower  prices  paid  for  feed, 
seed,  and  livestock  more  than  offset  increases  in  interest  payments  and  farm 
property  tax  rates.
